CHICAGO, ~— A broad study of 
the treatment of tuberculosis with 
the remarkable drug streptomycin 
is planned, Dr. Chester S, Keefer 
of Boston announced recently, 

Dr. Keefer, chairman of the na- 
tional research council's committee 
which supervises use of the drug, 
made this disclosure in the Journa) 
of the American Medical associa-

LISTED AT UNIVERSITY 

University, Ala.—A total of 68 
students from Coffee County are 
umong the record 8,554 enrolled 
for the fall term at the University 
of Alabama. 

With over 5,000 veterans in the 
present student body, the Univer- 
sity has expanded in all depart- 
ments to accommodate this record 
number, Additional classrooms 
and housing facilities were ob- 
tained through the right of entry 
gained from the War Assets Ad- 
ministration at the Army's former 
Northington General Hospital. 
The dormitory and housing facili- 
ties on the campus have also been 
increased through the acquisition 
of temporary housing units by 
the Federal Publie Housing Ad- 
ministration making available 
apartments for married veterans 
and rooms for single students, 

Underway at the present time 
is construction of six permanent 
dormitories at a cost of approxi- 
mately $1,500,000 which will add 
accommodations on the campus for 
744 veteran students. 

In order to provide classroom 
and instruction for the students, 
class schedules haye been set up 
on a daily 8 a. m. to 6 p, m, basis 
with some evening sessions, while 
more than 125 new teachers have

The planting of blue lupiie is 
still going strong in most sections 
of the county, and many farmers 
have already secured good stands.
